The contract price of these sixteen routes 
aggregated 2154,544 per anoum, The allowance for 
expedition iucreased the aunual pay on these 
routes $197,/46, and made the total pay $382,490 a

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An Inclination to Laugh at the Mousey King's Latest 
Pretensions—The Svcret of Gould's Enmity to- 
ward the Stock Bxchange—W hat Some of 
the Magnates have to Say about It. 

NEW YORK, Novernber 24.—The members of the 
stock exchange and operators quite generally yes- 
terday, »ccording to a Times reporter, seemed in- 
clined to laugh at Jay Gould's reported project to 
start an opposition exchange. ‘‘That's Jay Gould's 
latest mouse trap,’’ laughed a breker, ‘but he can’t 
eutice any vld mice in Wall street intoit.’’ Bray- 
ton lves, ex-president of the New York exchange, 
said that the real cause of this move is the refusal 
of the governing committee to comply with the re- 
questof Gould, Field and Sage, to force innocent 
etockholders inthe Metrepolitan road to accept 
whatare known ax stamped cetificates.. There bas 
never been a more audacious and  une- 
qualled scheme attempted in Wali 
Street than this. These men borrowed 
stock bearing a guarantee that ten per cent divi- 
dends should be paid, and one of them, Cyrus 
Field, ts a party to that guarantee. They then 
elosed the books without notice, voted the divi- 
dends should he :educed to six percent, and then 
stamped upon the certificates they had borrowed a 
false statement, the owner of that stock as- 
sented to the modified agreement, and consented to 
take wix per cent iustead often percent. Naturally, 
the stockholders who had been so treated refused 
to receive stock bearing suchan indorsement, and 
as naturally the governing committe being compos- 
ed of honest men, supported them in their refusal. 
If they can carry out this scheme and per 
fect the reorganization of the elevated roads with- 
outconsulting the stockholders, then there is ap 
absolute end of all security in raliruad stocks, and 
&uy man or party of meu who can command a few 
million dollars can borrow Morris and Essex or any 
guaranteed stock, which may beheld by hundreds 
of investors, put the stock in their own names, 
close the books, and by the simple vote of 
halfa dozen men, who do not own a hundred 
shares, reduce the rate of interest one-half, and 
then compel the parties who loaned them stock to 
inke it back atthe same price Thegoverning com 
mittee are deserving of the thanks of the entire 
community for doing allin their power to thwart 
such villainy.
